JUSTICE BEY ORE MERCY. 

The refusal of Gov. Colquitt to com- 
mute the sentence of Brinkley, the 
wife-murderer, in the face of such a 
remendous and intelligent pressure as 
was brought against him, deserves 
re than casual notice. His firm 
and heroic action in this matter cer- 
tainly commands our most emphatic 
endorsement. 

Without discussing the merivs of the 
case, we may say that taken in connec. 
tiod with the action of the governor in 
similar .cases, it absolutely determines 
one thing and that is that criminals 
need not hope to esvape the just des- 
erts of their wickedness through any 
maudlin weakness or excessive sens¥- 
bility on the part of the governor. 
When Howell Cobb was elected gov- 
ernor he sneceeded Gov. Towns, who was 
said to have had so tender a heart that 
it sometimes warped his judg 
ments. Governer Cobb, when his 
election had become certain, turned to 
a number of loungers standing near, 
and said, ‘“‘Gentiemen, hereafter all 
your appeals for pardon must be made 
before petit juries.”” Governor Colquitt 
has established the same wise ani 
statesmaniike ruie.
